School Board of Clarksville, 
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Superintendent’s Report 


During the year ending February 1, 1929, I have 
made 49 visits of inspection and supervision to the 
three schools of the town. 


Standard tests have been given and the results 
on the whole have been encouraging. Pupils found 
weak in any subject have been urged to give more care- 
ful attention to that subject. 


The same outline of work as last year has been 
used in the schools. The outline is based on the State 
Program of Studies with some slight modifications. 


Two new teachers began work in your schools at 
the beginning of the year in September. One was a 
normal graduate and the other has some normal train- 
ing with considerable experience. Under the present 
state law, a teacher must be Normal trained. 


One school has been equipped with an oil stove 
whereby warm lunches may be prepared for the pupils 
in cold weather. This is a worth while project as a 
warm lunch tends to promote better health. And one 


of the primary objects in any system of education 
should be the health of the pupils. It is hoped that in 
the near future some similar arrangement may be 
made in the other two schools.

A class of two pupils was graduated from the 
eighth grade last spring and both of these pupils are 
now continuing their education in high school. This 
year there will be a larger class to graduate.

September 1, 1927 to July 1, 1928 


Average daily attendance 25.4 
Average daily absence 1.16 
Per cent of attendance 96. 
Number of tardinesses 87. 
Number of pupils not absent or tardy 2. 


The per cent of attendance shows 2% better than 
last year, while the total number of tardinesses of 137 
is less. These are both steps in the right direction. 
Punctual attendance is the very first requirement for 
a child to do well in his school work. 


In closing I wish to thank the School Board and 
others who have been of material assistance to me in 
my work.
